14.  OVERVIEW  OF  EMBASSY  TASHKENT'S  PROPOSAL 

Embassy  Tashkent  wishes  to  use  the  FY-09  Direct  Funding  Award 
to  supplement  its  popular  program.  For  FY  09,  Post  is 
fortunate  to  have  enough  funds  to  cover  individual  lessons 
for  all  American  staff  and  spouses.  We  employ  two  full-time 
teachers  and  one  part-time  teacher  for  Russian  and  Uzbek 
language  classes  and  have  a separate  English  language  program 
for  locally-employed  staff.  With  fluctuating  schedules, 
there  are  roughly  30  students  enrolled  at  any  one  time  in  the 
program. 

In  FY-07,  Post  used  all  of  its  $2,850  in  allocated  direct 
funding  and  is  confident  that  it  will  spend  all  $930  of  its 
allocated  direct  funding  in  FY-08. 

15.  ENHANCING  INSTRUCTION  OPPORTUNITIES 

!A.  Excursions:  Excursions  to  museums,  cinemas,  theaters  and 
other  culture  events  and  venues  (tea  houses,  cotton  farms, 
art  studios,  historical  places,  etc.).

Fees  include 
instructor's  transportation,  lodging,  and  planning  and 
leading  the  immersion.
